Delegates were sent 
ouu to ail the shops calling on the tailors not 
to make up Boston material.

Wasiiinoton, Sept. 26.-T-Yang Yu, the 
Cbincso minister, has informed the Depart 
ment of State that ho has received an official 
dispatch from his government declaring that 
the two Japanese studonta apprehended 
some time ago in Shanghai had not been 
summarily beheaded bub were still under 
arrest pendjng an investigation. These two 
students were said to be making sketches 
and learnint; the streets of Shanghai for the 
purpose of furnishing information to their 
own government. They took refuge at the 
French consulate, and upon demand by tho 
Chineao authorities the French consul un- 
dertook to deliver them to tho American 
consul, who declined to receivo them, us he 
had no authority to give thoni an asylum or 
try them on any charge. The Chinese in- 
sisted on arresting them, and it was rumored 
that their heads had been promptly out oir. 

LoNUOK, Sept. 2U — Tho Westminster 
Gazstte prints a ditpatch atating that the 
Chinese authorilios have seized the British 
steamer Pathan, from New York, on sus- 
picion that hor cargo contained articles con- 
traband of war. 

A Central News dispatch from Tokio saya 
the report rooeutly put in circulation that 
an armistice between China and Japan had 
been proposed by England and Buaaia was 
absolutely untrue. 

The Japanese minister of war, Oaneral 
Cyan, will take personal command of the 
second army of thirty thousand now em- 
barking at Hircaohima. Its destination is 
unknown, The Japanese minister of mariue 
will also act as minister of war during 
Uyan's absence. 

i-:uropean bourses are affected by the 
news of tiie Czat'a health, as' he is recog- 
nized ai one of the BtrooRMt 'supporters of 
peace. It- Is feored'that in the event of his 
death his Bnoocssor would seize the oppor- 
tunity to secure naval ports on the Paoifio 
and enlarge the' bouadaries in the direction 
of the Pamirs at the expense of China ; 
either of which stops, it ia believed, would 
easily precipitate war. On the other hand, 
a dispatch from Sc. PetersburR denies that 
Russian troops have gone to Korea or that 
Ruasia hdB any intention of doing auything 
calculated to disturb the peace of Europe. 

Chinese agents in Europe and the United 
States have been ordered to forthwith pur- 
chase any warships they uan. Many vessels 
loaded with munitions of war are on their 
way from Hamburg and Other 'European 
poiots- 

A Choe Fon correspondent of the North 
China Daily News on August .SI sent to hia 
paper this dispatch : "Japanese troops at- 
tacked Port Arthur. The red pole was dis 
patched thither last night." Tho word 
" troops " in tho News was editorially taken 
to mean that the attack had been made by 
land, and when the poasibility of this came 
to be discussed it seemed to be generally re- 
cugnizod that such a thing was not only pos- 
sible, but very probable. Port Arthur is the 
groat Chinese arsenal, the only one in fact 
where the large men-of-war can be docked, 
and had been strongly fortified under the 
superintendence of Mi.jor Von Hannekic, 
but despite the statement in the customs de- 
cennial report that the port is defended 
from attack both by land and sea, it is al- 
leged that the ohief attention has been paid 
to the sea approacbss. leaving an assault by 
land quite within the bounds of posaibility. 

The Times to-morrow morning will pub- 
lish a disDatoh from Shanghai, saying that 
Captain Fong, of the Chineeo turret ship 
Tsj Yuen, haa been beheaded for cowardice 
in the Yalu flght. The dispatch also says 
that the Chinese cruiser Kvvang Kai became 
stranded on a roof near Talion bay while 
endeavoring to make her escape from the 
Valu b'ittla, and was afterwards blown up 
by tho Japanese, Thia iiiakca a total loss 
of Qvo ships to the Chinese, includmp ono 
ship which was rammed by the Isi Yuen 
while trying to ram one of the Japanese 
veaaola. 

San Fuanci.sco, Sept. 2G — " One of the 
mont intercstinglhings about Japau's navy," 
said T. Malsu, a young cllicial of tlie Ali- 
kado's government at the Palace hotel last 
evening, "Is tho fact that many of tho 
vessels which are figurii;g eonapiouously in 
the present hoatilitiea were built in our own 
dock yards. It niay bo intereatiug to tho 
people of America to know that the Hash- 
idata, to whioh Admiral Ito transferred bis 
colors after tho Matausima, hia former flag- 
ship, was damaged, waa built at Yokusuta 
and was only completed within tho past 
year. Tho Akltusu, whioh has taken a 
prominent part/ in tho recent naval oneago- 
monta, ia a criilaer of very high speed and 
was built at the same ship yard, as were also 
the Yayluma and the Takao. The Akagi, 
Oshima and Chokai, whioh are probably tak- 
ing the most active part in the naval engage- 
mnnta, are all vesaels of the modern type, 
well armed and fitted with the latest appli- 
anoea und best armsment. All tho product/ 
of the Japanese skill and labor and built at 
home." 



NORTHERN EXPLORATION. 

Mrs. I'eiiry Intorvlewcd— She i;iiiliiis That the 
.Stories of I'rlvatlou Were KxiigKeriiteJ, 

Washinoto.n, Sept. 26. — Mra. Peary, 
wife of . the Arctic explorer, who arrived in 

VVaahlogton yesterday and is ^now at her 
mother's homo, haa corrected aomo impres- 
sions formed about tho Peary expedition to- 
day. "I am at a loss to understand tho 
stories being printed about tho eoarcity of 
food Buffered by tho parry," she remarked. 
" There was a plentitude of provisions, and 
only once lest May, when tho weather was 
too bad for the huutcra to go out after deer 
for two or three daya, did t ho mpply of deer 
meat run out. Thmi u o h.ui ecal meat. It 
ia not so bad when properly cooked, but I 
should not like it aa a ateady diet. The 
aoalera consider it oxoellont, however. We 
had ample allowance of vrgotablns and 
farinaceous food and plenty of tea, 
and I really cannot overcome my sur- 
priso at the ridiculous slorica about their 
shortage. I left Lieut. Poary with a plenti- 
ful Bupply of everything. Together we 
looked over tho food and made an inventory, 
and if anything: / liad , been needed it would 



have been fnmished from the ship's atorea 
before the Faloon loft. I did not want to 
oomn back. I regretted leaving very much," 

" What kind of a winter did you hare !" 

" It was terrific. The storms were inde- 
Borlbable. Tho loss of a portion of our oil 
supply made our experience harder than it 
would otherwise have been. Wo lost half 
our oil supply and were compelled to put up 
with short rations of fuel. It is a mistake, " 
Mrs. Peary went on, " to allude to my hus- 
band as a seeker of the North Polo. His 
object has been, and still is, to delineate the 
northern coast of Greenland. No one call 
tell how far Greenland extends northward, 
and Lieutenant Poary Bays that if it goes to 
tho polo ho will go there too, but no matter 
bow high it runs he la determined to follow." 

" Will you return to your husband next 
year ?" queried the reporter. 

" That depends on tho American people. 
My husband and I have about roaohed 
the end of our rcaourcea in outfitting eipe 
ditions and have expended something over 
550,000 ; I have made no plans yet, but will 
seo the President of the Amerlocin Geograph 
ical Society in New Yorlc shortly."

HOSTILE KAFFIRS. 

They ABBumo a ThreatenlDg Altitude In l)c- 
liigoa Bay. 

LouKEN/.O MAJtijUEz, Delago Baj, Sept, 
26.— Sevwal thousand Kaffira are threaten- 
ing to attack this town. The government 

has diatributod armn amonc; the white popu- 
lation for defence. Lourenzo Marquez ia a 
walled Portuguese town of AMoa on the 
north side of Delagoa bay. It has a popula- 
tion of about 3,000 and is protected by a 
roughly oonstrnoted old fort. The Trans- 
vaal leaders have long been anxious to ue- 
onre control of the Delagoa Bay railroad and 
aa a aeaport Lourenzo Marquez was pre- 
ferred. With this object the Boers recent- 
ly sent 5^0,000 to London to purchase 
bonds which Portugal Is expected tn |fbi]0 
as Boon as the Berne arbitrators have de- 
cided the queation of boundaries. On Sep- 
tember 15 advices from Pretoria eaid that 
the Transvaal govornment had acquired 
prior rights in Delagoa bay, including the 
control of Port Deue8,thns giving the Trans- 
vaal a commanding position and free access 
to the sea. 



ALSACBLOBBAmB. 

Uetz a Vast llllltnry Camp, Unlhonse an Im- 
mense liurrackB tind Strasborg 
Awful. 

London, Sept. 20 —Tho Daily News, in 
an editorial leader, summarizes a series of 
letters received from Its oorreapondent in 
Alaace Lorraine, which provincea the writer 
haa visited after a period of years. "The 
provincss," ho says, " are not reconciled to 
Germany, and this ia praotically truo of 
Lorraine, whichremainaCatholic and French. 
There ia no liberty as we understand the 
term. The natives are permitted to observe 
their own religion and nae - their, own lan- 
guage, under certain reatriotions, but these 
include the presence of Gernian dellverera in 
the ohnrohes. What atiflas the feeling of 
discontent in the Reichaland ia the general 
pasaionate desire for peace. The populace 
have a ' terrible object lesson before their 
eyes. Mots ia A Taati military camp and 
Mnlhonse is an Immense barracks." 

Straabnrg is desoribed aa " truly awful." 
"Thirteen new forts," the writer says, 
"have been built ainoe the war, and the 
place seems like a monster whose iron jaws 
are distended in a apaamodic grin of cannon 
reaching for niilea. Muoh tho same state of 
things exists at Kehl. The cost of feed and 
lodging at Strasburg has more than doubled 
since tho annexation of the province to Ger- 
many. Trade ia persistently dull. The 
civil population loeea its aenae of importance 
and the soldier dominates the Bituation. The 
whole administration is vested in a form of 
martial law." 



SUBSIDIZESD HEBCHAKTCBUISERS 

The Admiralty Oonslderlng the Uannlni; of 
VneselB of the Empress Glass With 
Boyol Naval Beserre Uen. 

London, Sept. 26.— The Admiralty are 

considering the scheme of manning subai- 
dizcd merchant cruiaera with ollicors and 
seamen of tho Royal Naval Reserve. The 
Boheme has already been referred to the 
Board of Trade and will bo submitted to the 
various mercantile and marine boards. Tho 
dotailn of the plan are not known, but it ia 
understood i;hat it is intended that crows of 
regular drill and dieciplino shall bo engaged. 
Special contracts for vesaels will bo effected 
for the aervioea of tho steamers Teutonic, 
Majestic, Etruria, Umbria, KmprosB of 
India, Empress of China, Umproas of Japan, 
Himalaya, Australia, V^ictoria, Arcadia and 
others to the numbi r of twenty-six. 



ATTITUDE OB^ THE IRISH. 

William O'Hrleu Says Unless tho Government 
Dellncs Its Position to tho Lords 
It Will Bo Defeated. 

DuiiLiN, Sept. L'G. — Mr. \\ illiam O'Brien, 
M.P., in a speech thia oveniiig, doclarod 
that unless Lord Rosebory delinod tho posi- 
tion of the government in regard to the 
House of Lords, it was perfeotly clear that 
the eoming recesB of parliament would find 
the Irieh party independent in tho beat 
sense of the word, and Lord Rosebory would 
soon cease to be Premier. The Irish, he 
aaid, could not be bought with all the gold 
in the British treasury.

THE PASSIN© OF THE SEAL. 

Opinion of J. Stanley Brown, a Recognized 
Antbortly on the Subject. 

Seattle, Sept. 26.— Mr. J. Stanley 
Brown, of Washington City, formerly pri- 
vate secretary to Presidents Gai field and 
Arthur, who is at present in the servioe 
of the North American Commercial Com- 
pany, and who moreover attended the ses- 
sions of the Sealing Commission in Paris, is 
at present here. In 1891 and 1892 he 
yiaited the seal ialanda aa an expert on the 
part of the United Statea, and has just re- 
turned from a business visit to the northern 
seal fisheries. He saya that the rookeriei.j 
since 1891 have hardly been able to hoU" 
their own against the ,inroadg made upon 
them by peisgio sealing in Behring sea. 
Outside of the 60 mile limit the fishing has 
been a great success, notwitbatandiog that 
fishermen on fishing sohooners are limited 
to the use of the spear, the use of the shot- 
gun having been debarred by the compaoD 
effected by idie Paris tribunal of arbitea- 
ment. The effect of the great slaughter 
upon the herd will be disastrous and it looks . 
as thongh the regulations framed by" tlia 
Paris tribunal of arbitrament were far from 
being a success. The slaughter this year 
has almost decimated the herd. The white 
men are throwing almost as surely as the 
Northwest Coast Indiana, whose aim 
sure and very rarely fails. The 
sealing schooners of all nationalities, wbiou 
havo been engaged this season in the slaugh- 
ter, outside of tbo sixty-mile limit, have cap- 
tured .30,000 skins, and this he aaserta does 
not truthfully represent the entire number 
of seala killed and wounded, for many have 
never been secured. This Is a formidable 
oatch, when you reflect that tha 
sealing aeaaon, under the regula- 
tions did not begin until August I. 
In the rookeries the pups, upon which wo 
must depend for the future propagation of 
tho species, are dying in extremels' large 
libera, aa they did in 1801, when sealing 
in Hohriiig sea was carried on to a limited 
extent before the vessels were warned out 
in according with the provisions of tho 
modus Vivendi. There is great danger of 
the extermination of the seal and unless 
Great Britain and the United States take 
prompt atepa to revise their regulations the 
sealskin buainess, whioh might eaaily be 
preserved for all time, will very soon be a 
thing of tho past. The present course is 
simply suicidal and means ultimate injury 
to all oonoerned. 'The oatch of the North 
American Commercial Company for tho 
season juat closed Is only 16,000 ekins. 

TO PUT UP SUtf AE. 

The Havemeyets Oloslne Down Tlielr Be- 
fineries In View of the New Tariff 
FroTlslouB. 

New York, Sept. 26.— President Have* 
meyer, of the American Sugar Company, 
has issued orders for olosing half of the re- 

finerica at onoo. Next week the remainder 
I bo ahut down. This action is taken be- 
cause of tho largo amount of refined sugar 
on hand, and also, It ia said, hccauso of tho 
operation of the new tariff. Henry O. 
Havemoycr saya : " Tho operation uf tho 
now tariff bill has already closed half the 
rolineries of the country, throwing men who 
worked in them out of work, and it will 
probably close the rest of them next week. 
This will mean putting ut least 10,000 men 
out of work. Tho price of sugar is below 
the cost of production. For some time paab 
the company has been working the refineries 
at a considerable loss."

The dry ore belt, some eight miles up Four 
Mile creek, has attracted considerable atten- 
tion this year from prospectors and some 
twenty claims in all have been staked. The 
first strike was made in July, 1893, whnn 
fonrcliiiiiia were located which are generally 
known as the Fisher Maiden group, from the 
name of the first location. In the spring of 
^hii year a syndicate composed of A. L. 
Davenport, 6. W. Hughes and E. Mann, 
took a bond of the group and immediately 
Mt a force to work to develope the property. 
Up to the present time some two hundred 
feet of tunnelling haa been completed and

Tho Ruby Silver, the first northeaaterly 
extenelon of the Noble Five group, and on 
the Bear lake slope of the mountain, is now 
owaed by Charles L. Knapp and W. P. Rub> 
sell of Spokane. The ledge has been traced 
lor one thousand feet along its course and a 
quantity of oro exlraotod, which, with more 
10 bo mined, will probably be shipped thia 
winter.

lUPOBTANT- ACTION. 

A Suit the Principle of Whieb May SeHonsly 
Aii'ect Mnmerona Tranaactlona In Real 
Eatate. 

Nanaijio, Sept. 20 —(Special)— A suit of 
unusual interest was tried in tho county 
court yesterday, judgment being reserved for 
one week. In Maroh last the agents of G 
A. MoBain & Co. real estate agents of this 
oity, it ia alleged, persuaded James Scobie 
Ulaok, of Wellington, to purohaso two lots 
in Vancouver for the sum of §200. Ou the 
representations made by them to him Black 
finally signed a note for $200 payable in 
ninety days for the purchase of the lots men 
tioned. Black did not meet tho noto on 
maturity, which in tho meantime had been 
dispoaed of to Mr. F. MoB. Young, and suit 
waa accordingly entered against him in the 
county court. Ihia suit was tried yester 
day before Judge Harrison. E. M. Yarwood 
appeared for the proaeoution, C. H. 
Barker defended. Measrs. Barrett and 
Richardson, the agents of tbo real 
oatate firm. Were put in the - wit 
nosa box, and Bwore tnat Blaok had been 
sold tbe property upon the nnderataniling 
that when the note came due be would not 
ha ve to meet it inf ull, but could pay whatever 
amount ho liked and renew the balance. 
They were positive that Black knew what 
he was signing. Incidentally it came out 
that tho practice of thia real estate firm was 
to send out agents through Wellington oan- 
vasaing the sale of Vancouver lots upon 
terms varied to suit tho parties approached, 
but in all cases notes were taken. Mr, 
McBain when examined gave no 
explanation of how It was that 
Black's note was discounted when his own 
agent had expreesly stipulated that he 
(Blaok) would not have to meet it in full 
when it oame due. Mr. McBaIn simply said 
that ho had sold the note, two days before it 
was duo, for §180 and knew no more about 
it. For tho defence Black swore that his 
signature had been obtained to the note by 
fraudulent means. The ogents had told him 
plainly that if at the end of the ninety days 
he did not want to purchase, the deal would 
be called off; on any condition, he would 
not have to meet tbe note in full. Other 
witnesses swore that just such representa 
tions had been mado to them and that they 
had signed notes with similar results. 
Judge £[arriBOD severely censured the meth- 
ods used to dispose of real estate in Welling- 
ton and pointed out that whilst Mr. Mc- 
Bain might not have been aware of what his 
agents were doing, though they swore that 
they bad bis authority to act as they had 
done, he ougfat, when Blaok expostulated 
with him in regard to tbe suit entered 
against him for non-payment of the note, to 
have investigated the matter and saved the 
innocent victim from further trouble. Bis 
Honor reserved deoiaion for one week. In 
Wellington this suit has been followed with 
the greatest interest, there being many more 
exactly similar trans ictions which will be 
affected one way or tho other by tho decision 
given in Black's case. 

In the polioo court this afternoon Charles 
Scott, of South Wellington, was charged 
with stealiog a team of horaeB. It came out 
on investigation that the team had been sold 
to tho complainant. Parson, by Scott and 
that complainant had failed to make any 
payment, whereupon the former seized the 
horeea. The matter was settled by Parson 
giving Scott a chattel mortgage on the team, 
he returning the horses and paying the 
costs.

The Braokman & Kor 
Milling Co. are also getting in shape to give 
visitors ideas on the cooking of craoked 
wheat, and will serve samples with cream 
to an appreciative and receptive public, 
M. R. Smith's bakery and H. Clay are ar- 
ranging their particular stalls for cakes, 
bread and biscuitB. The Victoria-Ph<eaii 
Co. are nlao on hand ; M. W. Waitt & Co.

FOSBIONBSS m OHINA. 

Now that China is in an agitated state 
the lives of forei(;ncra, particularly misBion 
ariea, residinK in the interior of the country 
are not safe. The Chinese have not got 
over their hatred of "outside barbarians," 
and they appear ready whenever the ooun 
try is in a disturbed condition to do violence 
to unprotected Europeans. It appears, too, 
that the authorities are not always willing 
to protect foreigners, and they are some- 
times not able to do so when they are will 
ing. Since the precont war has broken out 
several ontrsges have been committed on 
Eoropeana in China. The wives and ohil 
dren of eome of the foreign employes of the 
Chinese naval authorities that were sent for 
safety under a guard of Chinese soldiers 
t} a place at some little distance 
were beset and shot at by a number of cow 
ardly raffiana. Ihe Rev. James Wylie, of 
the Scotch Presbyterian misalon at Liaoy. 
i,ng, was attacked and beaten almost to 
death by some soldiers on their way to 
^ itorea. The reverend gentleman died of the 
. injnrieo he then received. Wo road of a 
" I'renoh missionary who was barbarously 
mmrderedin another part of the country 
The Hong-Kon^ Daily Press, in an article 
on the subject of the protection of the lives 
of foreign subjeots living in the interior of 
China, after recounting some of the out 
rages that had been committed, says : 

To be perfectly fair, there is no reason to 
imagine that either the civil or military au- 
thorities in Shingking were other than re- 
gretful at the occurrence (the murder of Mr. 
Wylie) and, knowiBg the turbulent charac- 
ter of and sojtnt discipline among these Chi- 
neae northern troops, tho refusal of the olB- 
oer to surrender the murderers is intelligi- 
blfii espeoially ac a moment when the troops 
were actually on the war-path. None the 
Icsa the faot is a striking commentary on 
the valnelessneaa of the atsaranoes of pro- 
tection by the • Chinese authorities. 
When it ia in their power to protect 
foreigners from murder and outrage they 
fail to afiford such protection ; when tho 
gentry and oUicial class stir up the po))ulace 
to commit such deeds, they refuse to punish 
the instigitors ; and the people have natu- 
rally come to believe that though these de- 
monstrations have to he paid lur sometimes 
they are uoverthelcsa not displeasing to the 
authorities. 

Thoy have been eaoouroged by the dis- 
jeraination of ami foreign litoriituro, written 
and circulated by the higher clusaoa in tho 
province of Hunan, to believe that the do- 
■truotioD of foreigners ia as desirable us tlmt 
of vermin, and at a time when thousands uf 
andiscipltnod rabblo are being onlisiud lo 
serve aa aoldiera against one raoe of 
foreignera the - populace generally are 
pretty certain to revive the old hoatiiity to 
lordgnera generally so long and diligently 
instilled into their minda. Signs are not 
wanting that the natives in the interior are 
showing Increased hostility to the mieaion- 
aries, The Roman Cotholio niisaionariea in 
Shantung report that ihroata have bein 
made against them, and two Gorman 
Catholic missionaries of Tsiuing oiiuw, iu 
southern Shantung, have been carried oil' by 
banditti and are now hold to ransom. The 
latter is, of course, an act of more lawlesa- 
ncBs, not so much levelled at foreigners as a 
demonatration against the authorities and an 
attempt to levy blackmail. 

But it is another sigu of tho corruptness 
of the administration and of tho inability 
of tho authorities in some provlDCos 
to give offeot to tho law oven where 
they may dcuire to do so. Tho Chinese 
Government must be hold reapnnsible for 
thote murders and outrages, for thoy under- 
take to secure the safety of foreigners iu the 
Central Kingdom, but it will be well for the 
Treaty Powers not trust to any aaauronoea, 



however honeyed, of the safety of their sub- 
jects under Imperial protection, For, as a 
matter of fact, when the Chinese government 
could ofTectively grant such protection it has 
often been most cruelly withhold, and now, 
when from interested motives they are will- 
ing to afford it, thoy cannot be relied upon 
to always poascas the necessary ability to 
carry their intentions into effect, lb ia some 
Batief.'LOtion to remember that the I'ritish 
squadron is large and ttldotivo, and we trust 
the Ailmirnl will not fail to remember that 
the paints of d<ki ger are not nrcesearily con- 
fined r.o the ports of the esttenie North, 

The British Oovernmenb will no doubt do 
what oan bo done to obtain proteotion for 
its eulijecte who live in China, but as we 
have Buon, that protection is not sure to be 
effecLivo, and any kind of compensation that 
can be given for hardabipa borne, BuU'jrings 
undergonei lives saorifieed, gives no sort 
of satisfaotion to the friends and country- 
men of the victims of barbarous violence. 



SMARTLY DONE. 



The Government of Hawaii appears to be 
wide awake. It makes up its mind quickly 
and acta with a promptitude that one cannot 
help admiring. It will bo remembered that 
it ia tho object of the projiotors of tho I'acllio 
Cable to have their line from beginning to 
end over British territory and under British 
control. Id order to be able to do this it 
must have a atation on some island of the 
I'aoiflo, nearly midway between Vijtoria and 
Auatralia. Tho prcjuctors pitched upon the 
island of Neckar, which ia a piece of barren 
rook not fur from Hawaii. Tho island is of 
no USB except for a cable station. It is not 
required for military purposea, and, as wo 
have indloated, notiiing can he raised on 
it. The projectors were so raah 
as to mention Neckar Island aa one of their 
stations in their prospectus. It was also 
rumored in Honolulu that tho cruiser Cham- 
pion waa on her way to take pacaesslon of 
Neokar for the British Government. When 
the Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
heard this rumor he immediately sent a Gov- 
ernment cutter to Neckar to secure the 
inland for the Hawaiian Republic. This 
was done without an hour's unneceaaary de- 
lay, and before the Champion reached 
Hoaolnln the Island of Neokar waa part and 
parcel of the territory of the Hawaiian Re- 
public. The job was neatly done. If the 
Sritiah Government or the Cable Company 
now want that Island, they will hive to pay 
a very atifT prioe for it, or it may be they 
will not be able to get it at 
all. The Eawaliana are very desirous 
to have one of the . cable atationa 
on their territory, but as the young 
republic ia pretty sure to be under 
the thumb of the United States— If it is not 
annosed to ib altogether — it would nob be in 
aooordanoe with the oonditiona of the enter- 
prise to land the cable on Hawaiian terri- 
tory. 

CENTRAL AFRICAN TRADE. 

Speaking at the annual dinner of the 

London Chamber of Commerce, replying 
to the toast of "Our Guests," Mr. H. H. 
Johnston said he had just returned from 
three years' administrativo work in British 
Central Africa. The results of that work 
were regarded with a certain amount of 
special interest, In so far as they might be a 
guide, and possibly an encouragement, to 
the exteneion of British rule and trade, and 
the aettlement of JCnglishmen in those re- 
gions of Africa which were not so favored 
aa was South Africa, and as to a certain ex 
tonb was North Africa, with a really healthy 
climate, but where, by prudence and the 
adaptation of life to the apeeial conditions of 
a tropicil climate, a great work might yet 
be done, and where he believed openings 
might be found for proiitaljlo British trade 
When he undertook tho adminiatration of 
this new protectorate, the trade waa almost 
nil. In the first year the im- 
ports and exports barely reached 
value of £20,000. In the third year 
of the administration, ending on March 
Slab laafc, they amounted to nearly 
£100,000. The population of British 
settleia had risen from 67 to 2G5, 
Five million oofTae trees had been planted 
and a large proportion were coming into 
bearing. There had been placed on the 
lakea and rivers five trading ateamore, and 
six more wore building. Tho small Indian 
force had oomplotely crushed the slave 
trade ; ho believed there waa soaroely a 
slave passing through Britlah Central 
Africa. This happy result was due also in 
part to the action of the naval officers, who 
had Gonalruoted gunboats and worked thorn 
on Lake Kyassa. The money fjr a railroad 
was being (luietly subscribed by those who 
wore interested in the country, and it was 
poaaible it might be made without tho help 
of Her Majesty's Government. He believed 
there was a c;rand future for British Central 
Africa.

The 
"Tory organ" must have hoard of tho 
crowd of Liberal membors who wero in the 
aime box aa Mr. Speaker Anglin, If ib were 
worth while it would be very easy indeed 
to unearth the numeroua aoandala of fifteen 
or twenty yearn ago. Bub there is no 
necessity to engage in tho unpleasant work. 
Wo Iiavo tho testimony of Mr. Mclvenzie 
himself, which shows in a way that is most 
pathetic tho Butloringa ha was compoUoQ to 
undergo on acoount of tho greed and tho 
unreasonable demands of the contractors 
and party heelers. Here is what he was 
constrained to write to one of his friends : 

I would like much to bo relieved of the 
Public Works Department, Friends expeot 
to ho benefited by offioea thab they are unfit 
for, by contracts they aro not entitled to, 
by udvances not earned. I fool like tho be- 
sieged, lying on my arms night and day. I 
have offended at loaab twenty parliamentary 
friends by my dofonoe of the citadel. 

This, better than pages of declamation 
and denunciation, shows the nature and tho 
character of the crowd by whom tho Liberal 
Premier was surrounded and with whom he 
had to deal. Ib ia not to be wondered at 
that acme of them, ia spite of his watch 
fulneaa, wore able to get their handa into 
tho people's troaauro-box, and that they 
suooeeded in taking cub of it all that they 
wanted.

RESPECT THE LA JV. 

We are sorry to fiod that some of the In- 
babitanta of Ylotoria Weab were so ill- 
advised as to take the law into their own 
hands in the matter of the Craigflower Road 
dispute, it was a bad precedent. If people 
can settle their own disputes without the aid 
of|law in one case they can in onothor — when 
they are in the wrong as well aa when they 
are in the right. The public, if they have a 
right to the land, should have taken the 
proper legal steps to get their right of way. 
It would nob have taken long to' have had 
the matter settled according to law, and 
then it would have Ueon settled perman- 
ently. The pulling down of fences has 
settled nothing. The matter remains juat 
as ib waa Iwfore the barrier was removed. 
To those who are confident that 
the publio have a right of way 
over tho land it no doubt appeared 
unreasonable and wrong that thoy should 
have been deprived of it even temporarily, 
but it would have been beat and safeat in 
every way to have had a little patience and 
waited until their right had been confirmed 
in due course of law. Ib Is by no means an 
uncommon thing for citizens to have to sub- 
mit to what thoy believe to be injury and in- 
justice until an appeal to a court of law 
gives them what thoy aro legally entitled 
to. If every man who considers he ia wronged 
took the law into his own hands and at- 
tempted to get what he believed to be his 
own by physical force, violence would pre- 
vail and anarchy would reign. Wo are sure 
that the citizens of Victoria West, when 
they think tho matter over, will see that the 
wiser and more becoming way to aettle this 
road dispute is to appeal to the law to con- 
firm them in their rights and peacefully 
to abide by its deoieion.

A VKHV choice collection of specimens of 
British Columbia fruit is being made by the 
department of agriculture to send to the 
Imperial Institute, London. There are 
difl'areat varieties of plums, apples, black- 
berries and other fruits all nicely put up in 
glass j'lrs, which show thom off to good 
advantage. Mr. Palmer, who has the matter 
in hand, is now waiting for more jire from 
the Eist and will then proceed to inc.-oase 
the display. Among some of the most 
notable specimens are red Hitighoinier apples 
fourteen inches in circumference. They 
come from Mr. Price Ellison's orchard near 
Vernon. Some Hyslop crabs double thBi* 
ordinary size come from Mr. T. Cunning- 
ham, Westminster, and very fine ogg plums 
are also from the aumo gontlcnmn's orchard. 
Apples from SaU Spring island, pears from 
Lytton, immeuse red egg plums from Mr. ,1. 
H. Anderson's eardeo, and a Bradshaw 
plum weighing Z\ ounces are among tho 
other specimens. 

^\I1ETIIEU0^ nob Dr. John A. Duncan 
was right in his diagnosis of the case of Ah 
Sing as one of leprosy was tho iaauo of a 
special trip out to tho Darcoy Island luzir- 
etto yesterday ; the expedition was under- 
taken at tho instanco of Sing's friend and 
employer, Goon (iun, and the result was the 
unanimous confirmation of tho diiignoHis 
which baninhes Sing to the lozArelto for 1 f', 
by Drs. Davie, Hanington and Powell. 
Neither Sing nor his friends bud ever ^Ll3• 
peeled tho truth, and this makes tho poor 
wretch's case all tho more patimtio. Huv- 
eral days ago he called on Dr. Duncan for 
treatment, and at first glance tho medical 
man recognized his malady us leprosy. To 
secure the opinion of a brother profeflsional, 
however, he sent tho sufftier to Dr. O. M. 
Jones, who immodiatoly telephoned bick 
that the caec was unmistakably leprosy. 
The police and sanitary officer were tele- 
phoned for, and on Tuesday Sing was token 
toDaroey Island. He protested and im- 
plored to the last, iosisting that ho was not 
a leper, and only going on tho island when 
deposited there by force. In the meantime 
Sing's friends were not Idle, their firat step 
being to retain Mr. Qeorge E. Powell as 
their legal adviaer, and the next to aeleoti

It; is said 
that an immense quantity has been shipped 
to China and Japan, and other foreign 
orders have also been large. -The catch is 
larger than for some years past, and tbe Ssh 
are large and of exbeiient quality. A large 
shipment will be made by the down-coming 
steamer City of Topeka and also by the 
Mexico, which went up Tuesday night. 
There were 2,000 cases on tbe Chiloat to be 
shipped East from Taooma by tbe Northern 
Pacific. 

Frederick Bollmak, the Australian em- 
bezzler, was in the police court yesterday 
further remanded until October 3, by which 
time it is expocted the officer who is on hia 
way from Sydney, via San Francisso, will 
have arrived. Chief Sheppard has received 
a lettor from Chief Crowley, of San Francis- 
co, which oaats doubt upon Billman's story 
that ho was robbed of nearly J-t 000 at 
Suva, Fiji.

Three hundred boxes of Oregon apples 
have been seized by Mr. R. M. P.ilmer, in- 
speator of fruit pests, in tho past few duyp, 
as the fruit was found to be diseased by the 
ravages .of the codlin moth, that has done 
vast damage in that state. Another small 
consignment of fruit wan seized us tho San 
Jose scale was found upon it. Mr. Piliner 
ia looking very carefully after each consign- 
ment of fruit from the States, and tho De- 
partment of Agriculture is making every 
effort to prevent; tho codlin njotti being 
brought into British Columbia. So far the 
province has been practicaHv froe from the 
codlin moth, and apeoial i tl'crts are beiog 
made to keep it from getting a hold as it is 
particularly destructive and has ruined 
many of the Oregon orchards.

The Alaskan, steamer Chiloat arrived at 
PortTownaend from tho North on Monday, 
She brought down two bodies, tho remains 
of Halstead Stanafiold and Mrs. Maty Ann 
West. Mr. Stansfiold was an old but hearty 
gentleman 67 years of ago. Ho was at the 
timo of his death foreman in tho chlorina- 
tiou works of tho Treadwoll mine, on Doug- 
las island. His family liven in Nevada 
City, Oil., and hia body was transferred to 
tho ^Valla Walla to be taken to San Fran- 
cisco. The accident which caused hia death 
waa a moat sad one, due to cureleasncES on 
the part of tho deceased. A brick smokestack 
was being torn down to bo replaced by another 
ono, and rieceasi'd had charge of tho work. A 
man was ut Ho.k on top of the sniokestack, 
loosening the brick one by ono and throwing 
the siinu) down Hansfield, wishing to oom- 
munio vto with this man, shouted through an 
opening near tho bottom of the smokestack, 
but lofoio all tho words ho intended to 
speak were uttered a brick from above struck 
his temple and reuderod him uooonBcioua. 
The man wheeling away the briok was off 
with a load and when ho came back ho found 
tho decflused iu tho above described poairion. 
Ho died about six hours later. Mra. West 
died of apoplexy. Mr. West aocompanied 
tho body down. Oo the way down the Chil- 
oat met the City of Topeka. 

THE " SlAltV ELLEN." 

A report was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that the sealing schooner Mary Kllen 
had been run dowi\ and sunk in tho Straits 
on Tueaiiay nieht by the .Sau Franciaco 
Hi earner Walla Walla on her way out to sea.

Hostility to Great Brifaia Developiuff 
and Complications Betweeu Enro- 
peau Powers Possible. 

Cliiuesc Forces Placed Under English 
Advice— Forelffuera In Need 
of Protection. 

That there aro aUvaya two aidea to a quea- 
tion ia amply, evidenoed pernaalof the 
Chineee and tiie Japaneae reports of the 
war. While the press of Mikadoland rings 
with the triumphs of the Japanese arnis, the 
Cbinese jouroala are filled to overflowiug 
with glowing aocounta of the repeated vio- 
torieaof thsCbineae; andhewhowould secure 
reliable infonnation oonosmiog the war must 
look elsewhere tor it than in the newspapers 
of the belligerent nations. 

An interoating scrap of news brought by 
the Empreaa is to the efi'eot that " if " — 
which ia not at all probable — the oooasioB 
ariaea for arbitration of the differenbaa be- 
tween China and Japan, the latter country 
will accept a tribunal couiposed of Belgium, 
Switzerland and (he United States. I^raDoe 
was at first spoken of, bull having taken a 
pronouncedly anti-Chineae stand lately 
could not now very well be placed in the 
cspacity of a judge. 

Where Russia goea in the preaent cam- 
paign Franco will assuredly follow, as the 
ropreaontatives of the French republic and 
of the Cz ir have had numeroua important 
Interviews recently at Tokio, and aeem to 
thoroughly understand and sympathize with 
each olhor -and with Japan. It is said by 
well-informod rosidonta of Tokio that Ruasia 
is lending Japan every assistance in the 
placing of her outside war loans, and that 
were the Siberian railway now completed, 
Russian troops would ere this have been seen 
in the field supporting the armiee of Japan. 

Thero is no chango whatever in the stand 
taken by Gerinony and Great Britain, 
though the pro-Uhinese lojnioga of the latter 
country are being more and more generally 
recogQizod. In oonBcquence, tho unti-Eng- 
lish feeling in Jtipan is growing more 
bitter daily, and tho proepeota aro that 
the military-mad subjects of the 
Mikado (for their successes have bereft them 
of reason for the nonce) will before long give 
some expression to their hatred for the 
British residents which will precipitate a 
coofiict with the " Queen of the Sea." 

So drunk are the Japaneae with their in- 
itial auooesaea, aooording to one well-in- 
formed oorreapondenti tbalb a declaration of 
war with Great'BritaIn at the preaent time 
would bs received with national rejoicing. 

Since tho battleaof Phyong-yang and Valu 
river, it ia said that the Chinese forces have 
been placed entirely under Engllali advice, 
tbc're buing no possibility of Generals Yeh 
and Nieh working together in harmony. 
Their diffaronoe of opinion in regard to the 
management of the oampaiga ia generally 
regarded in tho Orient aa having been 
mnioly reBponaible for the recent reverses 
experienced by the Chintse — the one urging 
the withdrawal of the Chinese forces iur- 

.tbv mi farther inl«nd, while th9 other felt 
strong enough to risk thd hazird of battle. 

It ia now an open aicrnt that tho opening 
of hostilities found the Peiyang squadron as 
ill-found and poorly prepared aa it was con- 
ceivable for it to be. Even their mog.zines 
were depleted in consequence of the exten- 
sive firing practice during the triennial in- 
spection. During the last month, however, 
things have been made more ship-shape and 
every duy niakoa the fleet more effective. 
The coal question haa of course come to tho 
front aa a paramount fantor in naval tactics, 
but aa one would have aniicipsted, the Chi- 
nese admiral had entirely overlooked its su- 
preme importance. At Wei-Hai-Wei and 
Port Arthur there was leea than 5,000 tons 
in stock, say ten days' aupply, and that of a 
dreadfully inferior quality, 

Aa to the convention recently signed by 
Japanese Minister Otori and the new 
Korean Minister of Foreign Affaira, Mr. 
Kim In Shok, it ia pointed out as significant 
that no provision is made for rattfioation, 
and it ia therefore a oartalnty that should 
the Cbineae arms eventually prove auooeaa- 
ftti, the Korean King can repudiate the 
agreement. All promieoa and agreementa 
now entered into by Korea may bis rightly 
regarded as the merest farce, Japan dictat- 
ing the announcements aa well as the gen- 
eral policy of the Hermit Kingdom, and be- 
coming less popular each day ia oonsequenco. 

Tho German vcasol Uoris, which arrived 
at Taku on Sunday the 'Jjd instant, re- 
porter! BHcing tho pievioua day two Chinese 
gunboats in active engagement with two 
Japs in tho Gulf, but us nothing elao 1ms 
been hoard -f this it is extremely doubtful if 
it can be uco pted as correct. The same may 
be said regarding the reported action of the 
lat near Port Arthur, in which seven Japan- 
ese and fjur Chinese warships were sunk. 
As a matter of fact, on that very day, tho 
Chinese fleet was at Taku, while Admiral 
Ting rushed up by train to aoe the Viceroy 
and explain his inaction, JIjIij InRocion has 
given great unbraga to the Peking high 
authorities, who In one respeot have the 
Viceroy and Ting on the hip. A most glowing 
account of the excellence of the fleet was 
sent up to Peking just before the diplomatic 
compliciiliona at Seoul began — that is bf'.er 
tho oilicial inapootion — and of course this is 
remembered by tho anti-Ll faction in tho 
capital. Mr. von Ilanuokan is now re- 
ported to have boon installed as foreign ad- 
viser to Admiral Ting, and thero is also a 
credible report about that Prince Kuog, the 
Sixth Prince, is about to emerge fiom his 
long rotiroment (moat folka thought he was 
dead years ago) and aaaume an autive mill, 
tary command. 

The diplomatic aud consular authorities 
at Tientsin aro discreetly silent, but it is 
quite clear that they aro all contemplating 
the possibilities as well as tho crobabilities 
of the situation. The British, I'ronch, Gor- 
man nnd American ministers havo urgently 
applied for gunboats at Tientsin, a very wiao 
precaution and one calculated to oliviato in 
the beat manner tho very danger tboy fear. 
The oontingenciea anticipated are eooial and 
anti-dyhaatio movements should China meek 
with any serious check. In the presence of 
mob law Chinese anthority is evanesoent, 
and the Tieatain anthoritlea are wisa 
la taking precautions of their own, 
notwithitandlnK the ooDstant aasur* 
ances of native officialdom that 
they will protect tbe foreigners. Amongst 
intolligont Chinese in Tieutain there ia a 
strong belief that Japan la being aeorotly 
supported by two foreign powers (Franco 
and Ruasia); to tho Chinese it ia utterly in- 
crcdiblo that ouch a power as Japan would 
dare by horaolf to attack China. Orientals 
gonorally confound uumbora with atrcngtb, 
and their hopes and wishes with facta. Ex- 
tensive flooda in tho Poi-ho valley have In- 
definitely enhanced the difficulties of reach- 
ing Tientsin ; tho river and tho railway ore 
St j>reaont the only moana of accosa. 

la reference to tho outragcia upou Euro- 
peans by Cbineae troopa, briefly referred to 
in tbe oable dispatobes, the HongkonK Press. 
«( the 5 th Inatanl) bRi the following, whioh 



will bo read with interest by all the English- 
epHaklng world ; 

" When tho war with Japan commenced 
tho Chinese government were somewhat 
profuse in their iissurances to the foreign 
reproBcntatives at Peking of full protcctiun 
for the lives and persons of foreign subji-cts 
aud ciii/ens resident in the interior. Tnero 
would, they intimated, be no o^uso for fear 
or uneuB-neas.; they had the power as well 
aa 'the will to proti c; tho stranger within 
their gates. Probably th>-y wore perfectly 
aincero when olfering tbeeo assurances ; 
doubtless they believed in their value them 
selves; and they certainly had reason to 
wish to stand welt even with the 'cuter bar 
barfana' A'hen wag'ng war with the neigh- 
boring eQi|/jre. Albany rate it oould'not be 
their poliuy to either encourugo or permit 
outragea on foreigners at a timo when thoy 
were quit« tuffickutly occupied in fquaring 
acoouuta with Japan, Yot what has b^en 
the attitude of Cliii-oHO to foreigners aiuco 
tho outbrouk of the war ? The toreign em 
ployss of the Chinese naval authorities at 
Wei-hai-wei, rightly distrusting the temper 
of the populace, grew concerned for the 
safety of their wives and children and ao 
oordingly sent them uoder eaoort of some 
Chinese soldiers overland to Chefoo, They 
arrived at their deatination safely, but not 
without- being aerioualy frightened, by being 
aeveral tlraes-shot at by cowardly ruffiina, 
It might have been thought tbe wiyes and 
little ones of those foreignera.who were serv- 
ing China in a time of danger would at least 
be sacred, but tbe antl-forelgn party in 
China knows no reapeoc for persona^ unless 
tboy wear the national emblem of subjec- 
tion to thu Manchuu, Bad as tho last named 
outrage undouOiedly waa, aa indicative of a 
dongbrous spirit and a callous want of feel- 
iog, worao waj to cumo. 

"Oitho 10th AuguBt a most dastardly 
and entirely unprovoked murder occurred in 
Sningkiug of a British subject. Tho Rev, 
Jainta Wyiie, a member of tho Scotch Pres- 
byterian miasion, was walking ({uietly along 
tho aireot in Liuoyaog, a town about fifty 
miles distant from the port of Newchwang, 
when a body of soldiers bound for Ivoroa 
from TioDtem passed, and seeing him ihoy 
made a brutal attack upon him with sticks 
and alonos, leaving him, when their wanton 
rage had exhausted itself, bleed.ng and un- 
conaciouB in the roadway. There at length 
ho was discovered by some of hia colloaguea 
with his lower jaw broken in two places 
and with a number of terrible wounds on 
hia face and head, one of which, oiuaicg 
deep seated injury to the brain, proved fatal. 
The unfortunate man lay for aeveral days in 
a state of unconsciousness, but waa never 
able to apeak, and died ou the IG.h August. 

*' The correspondent of a Shanghai con- 
temporary, who supplied the above particu- 
lars, says that the higher native authorities 
were acting energetically in the matter and 
that tho local magistruto had demanded, 
from the commander of the battalion, tho 
surtendor of the guilty partita, but that the 
demand bad been rtfuaed, the officer doubt- 
less fearing mutiny If he attempted to arrest 
the men, 

" To bo perfectly fair, thero ia no reason 
to imagine tha'j either the civil or military 
authorities in Shiugking were other than 
regretful at tho ooourreuce, and, knowing 
the turbulent character of and scant discip- 
line among these Chinese northern troopt, 
the refuaal of the officer to surrender the 
murderers is intelligible, especially at a mo- 
ment . when the troops were ac- 
tually on the war path. Kone the 
less the fact is a striking commen- 
tary on the Talnelessness of the asaur- 
ancea of proteotion by the Chinese authori- 
ties. When it is in their power to proteot 
foreigners from murder and outrage they fail 
to aftord auoh protection ; when tho gentry 
and oiiioial class stir up the populace to 
commit such deeds they refuse to punish the 
instigators ; and the people have naturally 
come to believe that though these demon- 
strations have to be paid for sometimes they 
are nevertheless not diapleasing to tho auth- 
orlties. They have been encouraged by the 
disaominution of anti-foreign literature, 
written and circulated by the higher claeaes 
in the province of Hunan, to beliovo that 
the destruction of foreigners ia aa desirable 
aa that of vermin, and at a tix.s when thou- 
sands of undisciplined rabble are being 
enlisted to serve as soldiers agiinst one race 
of foreigners the populace generally aro 
pretty certain to revive tho old hoatility to 
foreigners generally so long and diligently 
ioatiliod Into their minds. Signs aro not 
wanting that tbe natives in the interior aro 
showing inoreaaed hostility to tho mission- 
aries. The Bomau Catholic mitaionaries in 
Sbantnnic report that threats have been 
mide against them, and two German Cath- 
olic miaaionaries of Xaining ohow, ia south- 
ern Shantung, have been oarried off by ban- 
ditti and aro now held to ransom. The lat- 
ter is, of course, an act of mere lawlessness, 
nut so much levelled at foreigners aa a dem- 
onstration against tbe authorities and an at- 
tempt to levy blackmail. But it ia anothir 
sign of the corruptness of the adminlBtration 
and of the inability tjf the authoritit a In aonjO 
provinces to give offoot to the law even whoio 
ttiey may desire to do so. Tho Cbineae gov- 
ernment must bo hold rcsponsibl 3 for these 
murders and outrages, for thoy undertake 
to secure tho safety foreigners in the 
Central Kingdom, but it will bo well for the 
tron.'^y powora not to trust to any assurances, 
however honeyed, of tho safety of their aub 
jecta under Imperial proteotion. For, aa a 
matter of foot, when the Chineao govern- 
ment could eflectivoly grant such protec- 
tion it has often been most cruelly with- 
held, and now, when from intoreatod mo- 
tivea they are willing to afford it, they can- 
not be relied upon to always poaaesa the 
neceasary ability to carry their intentions 
into effeot. It is some satisfaction to re- 
member that the British squadron is largo 
and iff^otive, and we trust the Admiral will 
not fall to remember that the points of 
danger are not necetaarily confined to the 
ports of tbe extreme North," 

la connection with the samo lamentable 
oircumatanco, the North China Daily News 
aays : " The Chinese government has prom- 
ised every possible reparation for tho brutal 
and unprovoked murder of Mr. Wylio. So 
aerious does tho povernment rocogni/.o the 
situation to be, that an imperial edict ex- 
pressing the sorrow of the throne at the news 
baa already boon ispued ; and tho grand 
secretary and Viceroy Li Hung chang ia 
commanded to purisli the officer reaponsiblo 
for tho infamous coniiuct of his men. Tho 
actual Bsaailunta of Mr. VVylie are to bo 
executed and proclamations sternly for- 
bidding ineultM to or aosaults on foreigners 
are to be iaiuod. Tho chapel at I^laoyang is 
to be restored, and the family of Mr, VVyiio 
to be oompensated. ' This .shows that tho 
government is in earnest, and we can well 
understand how embarrassing this murder 
has boon to them at a time when they want 
every friend. Peking has emulated the lo- 
cal authorities at the scene of the murder in 
loaing no time, and this is tho only point of 
relief in tho pioturo. Thoy aro ao far to bo 
commended now, but, as we have said bo- 
foro, had tlio Tautig-li Y amen oxortod itsolf 
before to discourage and duly punish assaults 
on foreigners in tho interior, thoy would not 
have had now, in their hour of difficulty, 
to deplore and atone for the murder of 
Mr. Wylio." 

"A foreigner," saya tho North China 
Daily News, " glvea a humuroua account of 
the way.aoldifura .ior jG'ormoBa aro enlisted at 
Swiktowt He saya tbe recruits nro oountry 



people principally, and it is explained to 
thorn that they are to live in a big fort. 
Ihey are promised So eooh a month and their 
rolatives will receive S60 in case thoy get 
UilUd. One of the principal requirements 
la that they can run well, and thuir powera 
In thia direction are tested before thoy are 
engaged, the object being apparently on the 
part of tho authorities to roducj their liabil- 
ity in tho matter of the §60. Our inform- 
ant watched the new fledged aoldiera on the 
following day proceeding to the point of em- 
barkation. They had gorgeous uniforma 
and appeared to have a good opinion of 
themaelves, for they were posturing aa they 
went along, fooling their niusclea and mak- 
ing motions as of breaking something iu two. 
It is almost needless to add that these em- 
bryo warriors had never aeen a gun before." 

Referring to the atatement that Admiral 
Fremantle bad reported that he oonaidered 
the sinking of the Kowahiug juatifiable and 
that no claim tor reparation should be made, 
the North China Daily News says : " The 
atatement is a pure fabrioation, without a 
acrap of foundation.

A By-Law to Enable the' Oorpbration of 
tlio City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of SloO.OOO for Water 'Works Pur- 
posoa. 

Whoreaa it Is expedient and necossary to 
raise a sum ot money for extending and Im- 
proving tho aupply ot water of tho water works 
ot tho City of Victoria to tho Inhabltanta 
thereof, and for that purpoau to raise by way 
ot loan upon the credit of the said olty tho sum 
ofi;u».000; 

And whereas it will require tho sum ot 
87,731 to bo raised annually by rate for tho pay- 
ment ef tlio new debt and Interest; 

And tvhereas the -whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real property of the said cor 
poration of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tholaat revised assessment reU^for the year 
1891, is $15,659,370,00; 

And whereas it vrill require an annual rate 
of one half of one mill in the dollar for paying 
such new debt and Interest; 

And whercaa thia By-law shall not bo altered

There is a beautiful 
new camel's hair, with boucle effects, 
and they are thrown up irregularly all 
over tho surface and aro produced in all 
the new colors. The most of these bou- 
oles, or curls, are very small and roiuid, 
and often they aro of a different color 
or colors from tho goods. 

Tho new cheviots are more perfect 
than ever .md show an infinitude of new 
designs and weaves and fanciful ca- 
prices. The covert cloths are as soft as 
velvet and glossy as satin, and tliey will 
come ni'Xt to the cheviots in i)opularity 
for t.Tilor gowns. There are scveTal can- 
vas weave.s, and basket cloths, honey- 
eonilis and armures, and many "wool 
fancies," as those goods are called 
where a new effect is produced on an 
old foundation, such .as brocades, dots, 
small figures and herringbone and other 
weaves, tailor cloth, granite mixtures 
and an endless array of two toned wool- 
en fabrics, much like tho cheviot in 
weave and of domestic manufacture. 
There are also many new double faced 
stuffs which are to be used for tailor 
suits, witii capes made so that tho plaid 
of the inside shows in someway. There 
aro also heavy faced cloths where the in- 
sider is smooth, like fiirmer's satin. The 
colors are rich and beautifully eoni- 
bineil, so that the inner color is j\ist 
the proji'-r (jne to produce the best ciTi i't 
witli till' onter one. 

l!Ia<'k wliiiK'orils, empress and re;; 
eil'ri'ts arc .-liuwn, all li]ie and elegant, 
and the endora and henrietta cloth, 
both with silk warp, and tho novelty 
black weaves will be exceptionally pep-

nlar. Tho delicate and neat figures pro- 
duced in the most elegant black gros- 
grains iir(! reproduced in these perfect 
and beautiful fabrics, which some peo- 
ple couHider more refined and truly ele- 
gant than all silk goods, though they aro 
not suitable for evening. 

Among tho "novelties" are some 
printed chilVons that look like shtulowK 
llirown by niagio on a cloud of mist. 
Tliese chiffons aro to be made up into 
dancing gowns for tho coming season. 
Some of them have butterflii s and some 
sweet pea blossouis, and somu few have 
. silver stars ox half moons, or in a few 



oases uiotallic geometrical figaroa. These 
will be made np over glacod taffeta. 
White crepons will be very popular also 
for evening, and they will bo fairly 

smothered in floating ribbons. 

As to trimmings, I notice a double 
Vandyke trimmitig that is quite a nov- 
elty. This consist.s of alternate long and 
short points and is shown in lace, gui- 
pnr^ , embroidery • and passementerie. 
Lace as a factor will have a largo place 
this season, but ribbons a larger ouo. It 
would be absolutely impossible to give 
half a list of tho new devices iu jot to 
trim dresses and other e^rments. -Qreat 
buckles and slides are seen. Black silk 
eroeheted trimming comes next to Imnd 
embroidery in value and bi'auty, and 
vandj-kes made in rings are a favorite 
fancy. Feathers, particularly tlie very 
fluffy ones, will be much worn on hand- 
iomo evening gowns, some of the pret- 
tiest having flecks of diffiarenfc colors on 
tho ends of the flues, produced l)y dye- 
ing in tho newest tints. One bordering 
of this kind liad every flue tipped witli 
bright scarlet, tho rest being puro white. 
Black and red also made a pretty com- 
bination, and this union is often seen iu 
this season's output. 

Tlui principal new sliad(\s shown thus 
far throughout all the new goods of ev- 
ery description are sans gone, a soft 
tint of a pinki.sli drab; prehito, a rioh 
purple, like a morning glory, with that 
stmie delicato frost over it; rajah, 
inignon and jnis, all of tliem carrj'ing 
the tints of the eonvolvulns, cream, 
straw, ivory and ( 'lenpatra, all yellow, 
more or less pronounced, and from them 
on up through all the browns, such as 
ftiwu, niordoro, coffco, tobacco, clicst- 
luit and several others, all holding a 
warm yellow glint hidden away some- 
where and only showing fitfully. Then' 
are several shades of lavender which are 
grayish blur, and besides them several 
sluides of puri! blue, from sky to diu-k 
marine iinil navy. Th(>re .aru coral, 
shrimp, ctirdiiial, garnet, popjiy red, 
rose, old rose and clove red. But let no 
ouo think that this is all, for tho greens 
range all the way from tho semitrans- 
paront locust and grasshopper to bottle 
groon, and there are sovoral shades of 
gi-ay, mostly on the metallic oast. 

Among the woolen goods for ordinary 
street wear, after tho choviots, come 
the heavy twilled serges and the twilled 
two toned fancies. These are changea- 
ble, as tho colors are adjusted in tho 
ridges or wales, ;uid thus tliey sliow in 
tho folds. Thest! materials aro very 
thick, though not oppressively heavy, 
and thoy require very littlo trimming. 
For tho benefit of tall women there aro 
a few of the patterns woven with bor- 
ders, and for short or stout ones there 
are stripes. For children and young hi- 
dies tlicre are plaids, but those iire ex- 
ceptions to thu general rule of plain or 
fancy figured goods.. I must not omit to 
mention the woolen brocades nor tho 
moliairs, whicli will be accordion plait- 
ed. Accordion jilaiting will bo very 
popular wherever it can bo used, but it 
nmst be dono well and be full enough; 
otherwise it soon loses its beauty, and 
when tho plait is onco out tho material 
is ruined for all other purposes and 
never looks well if rcplaited. 

Tho new hats, as a general rule, do 
not differ very widely in shape from 
those of this season and are made of 
felt, straw and ueapolitan. Some ladies 
like straw better than felt and wear it 
as long as possible, adapting the trim- 
ming to the season. The ueapolit;\us ;irn 
adapted hotter for evening than d.ay 
wear, being almost transparent, but 
when trimmed with lace and fine jot or 
aigrets they are extrenii>ly pretty. The 
wee.rer of a nea]iolitaii, however, must 
beware of the rain. I remember hav- 
ing had a lovoly ueapolitan hat, of 
which I w.as quite proud. I was caught 
in II shower without an umlirella, tmd 
when I went to take off my hat F found 
that tho crown had stretched upward 
about a quarter of a yard to a ragged 
point and entirely lost its shape. Nea- 
politan is made of braided horsehair, 
and while extremely pretty it must be 
slieltered from the rain. Dampness will 
also take tin; sha])e out, and dampui'SS 
will iilso cause tlio pretty spangles so 
popular this season to dissolve. They 
are made of gelatin, colored black. 

The now tipholstory and draperies for 
doors and windows are verj- betuitiful, 
and somo of them tn-o curious. I saw 
one quaint pair of portieres and was 
told that perhaps there hail been'^'oo, - 
000 pair.? of thorn sold thus early. Tin y 
have a canvas gray ground, and cross- 
wise strij)' s are ^sdven in dull old col- 
ors, and thi si- patterns look extietly lik'e 
tho-^i' faded old "sain])les" found m 
coimtry homes and forgotten nooks and 
where the fine cross stitclies had been 
worked in by th(> unskillful Augers of 
little girls taking lessons in iicodlowork. 
Tiii'Se odd designs havi^ been followed 
and inscnni' cases amplilieil. Tlie wholu 
effect of these curtiiins is soft smd pleas- 
ingly reminiscent, and yet they seem to 
be tho right thing in tho right place 
with tlie old styles of furniture now in 
vogue. 

Till) rich and handsome derby satin 
portieres are vtry fashionable, and they 
are reversibh' and always jirodueed in 
the most artistic^ colors, calculated to 
hannoni/.i! witli almost any furniture. I 
remember one pair of cjld rose and old 
gold, and they wens (juite as handsome 
oil one silica a.s the other. Tiierowas also 
Olio pattern where the curtain was of 
heavy old rose satin, with a pattern of 
cream white thrown upon tho surface 
like a rich and intricati^ hieo pattern, 
through which the color sluiwed. 

Thero aro some beautiful window 
curtains of tbinnish white material 
something like scrim, with shaded satin 
stripes, and these aro double faced so as 
to lie blue on one sid(> and pink on tho 
other. There are also sovoral other tints 
and colors produced iu these curtains, 
which iirc, by the way, intended for 
bedrooms and living rooms, and perhaps- 
dining rooms also.

Mu Fkan/. Boas, of the Smithaoaian In- 
stitate, who for the paati seven years has 
been devoting himaelf to the study of tho 
various tribea of Indians on \he PaoiSo 
Coast, arrived from Chicago last night and 
is at the Oriental. The particular object of 
his present trip ia to proceed North for the 
purpose of atudying the Nans river Indians, 
in the interests of tlie British Association for 
tho Advancement of Science. Tho physical 
characteristics of tho Indians will be speci- 
ally noticed. Before coming to Victoria Mr. 
Boua spent several wceUa among the Llllooot 
tribes. Twenty-eight (^Oikst Indian dialtcts 
huva been reduced to writing by Mr. Boas, 
who has also studied the abnriyines of tho 
whole American oontioent. Fifty collectors 
were in this connection working under his 
directions in vaiioun parts of tho country, 
and an immense mass of very important 
material was tho result. Those rosoarohea 
have proved that tho tribes of British Co- 
lumbia, Washington and Oregon aro of tho 
same family as tho Apaches of Arizona and 
Now Mexico, tho latter being apparently an 
off stioob of the Northern tribes and speak- 
ing nearly the same language. While on hia 
trip North the Fori; Rupert Indians will 
also receive some of Mr. Boas' attention.

The Victoria Riigby Football Club organ- 
ized for the season last evening, The meet- 
ing which was held in tho Clarence hotel 
was tho largest and moat enthusiaatio over 
held in Victoria, iho junior players of tho 
oity being well represented. Mr. H. B. 
Hainea occupied the ohair and after seven- 
teen new members had been eleoted, the re- 
port and finanoial statement for last season 
wore road and adopted. The following ia 
tho report of the committee : 

" Tho committee in presenting tho report 
fjrtho seasobof 1803 4 bog to stato that in 
many respects it was highly satisfactory to 
the olub. Largo attendances and much in- 
terest were maintained in tho ordinary chib 
praotioes throughout tho season, in addition 
to which tho club played ten outside 
inatohts, viz : Three against tho Ruyal 
Navy, two against Covvichun, two against 
the Nmaiino Hornets, one against Vancou- 
ver, one against Westminster, and one 
aguinat-, tlio Multnomahaof Portland, Ore. 
Out of these ten matches, tho club won 
eovcn inid lust throe; the inatoh against tho 
Hornots, altliougli lost, being decidedly in 
favor of the Victoria team. 

" I'no Victoria o'ub hai tha honor of 
having the only teaiii which has crossed tho 
chatiipions' lima since their formation. It is 
worthy of note that the club only lost one 
match on Beacon Hill, and that by a single 
point ; tlie defeats on foreign ground can bo 
traceable to tho fact that tho club was never 
represented in its full strong' h, owing to tlio 
lack of inteteet shown in foreign matches by 
aome of the strongest players. Every 
player must bear in mind thai) it ia almoat 
useleaa to win the home matohea if the club 
cannot aeoure the atrongeab playera to up- 
hold Violoria'a honor on the foreign field, 
and in order to bring the championahip to 
Victoria thi3 coming aea«on that the players 
selected by the committee abould do their 
utmost to preserve the oombination of the 
team both at home and abroad throughout 
the season. 

" The patt season saw the re- 
suscitation of the Pfovinci^l Kugby 
Union, tha initial step toward which was 
takes by the Victoria olub, and as a result 
three international matches were pluvod in 
SanFraneiaco in March, endirg in 15-itish 
Columbia winning the champsouship of the 
Pacitic Coast. As these international 
matohea will in all probability ba annual li 
turcs there ought now to bo an additional 
inoentive to players to work hard in order 
that they may have the ohanco of securing 
tho high honor of representing British Col- 
umbia. In oonsrquonco of the increased 
number of a:tivo inembera, the committee 
beg to suggest the advisability of forming an 
intermediate team with its own seoretaiy- 
captain, this ofllcer to be a member of the 
executive committee. 

" your CTinmittee hope that tho Provin- 
oialKngby Union will see ita way clear to 
the securing of a trophy to bo competed for 
annually among tho different clubs of tho 
league. In conclusion, the committee beg 
to thank the members for their kind sup- 
port during the season." 

The financial statement, althongh afaowing 
a small deficit, was of a aatiafaotwy mtare. 
The eleotlon of office bearers then took place 
and resulted as follows : Preiident, W. A 
Ward ; captain, H. F. M. Jones ; vice cap 
titin, H. B. Hiines; hen. aec-treaa. John 
Fraaor ; committee, D. O'Salllvan, Cecil 
Ward, E, A. C. Qihsin; captain and secre- 
tary of Bocond fifteen, A. C. Anderson.

SOUTHBBN RDBBICANE 

Florida Is Stniok and An Immenielimcmnt of 
Damage Is ttae Besnlt.^ 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 26.— -The ex- 
pected hurricane from tho West Indies 
struck Jacksonvillo to-day at 11 a.m., with 
tho wind blowing at a velocity of (0 miles 
per hour and roin pouting down in torronte. 
Business is absolutely paraljz^d. The Ev- 
erett bouse, the largest in the city, ia un- 
roofed and flooded with water. The lots is 
$20,000, and a number of persons are injured 
but none are killed, There is no oommanloa- 
tion from South Florida, bnt It Is expected 
many Indian river orange ((rowers are badly 
injured and the orange crop damaged be- 
yond caloalation. The streets of Jackson- 
ville are flooded, and the river ia three feet 
above the normal. The wind at the month 
of the river recorded sixty miles an hour, 
Mayport river at its mouth is flooded, and 
several houses are inundated. No persons 
lost their lives there. Two housos in Jack- 
sonville wero blown down but no one killed. 
No trains aro orriving or departing from 
Jacksonvillo. Mony largo washouts are re- 
ported. 

Savanna, Sept. 20 — The s':orm ia in- 
creasing in violence. The barometer ia still 
falling and tho wind hero and at Tyboe 
island has attained a velocity of twenty-five 
miles an hour. Government ofiicera have 
gone down to the quarantine to inspect tho 
damage. It is feared that tho quarantine 
station will be entirely destroyed. It is be- 
lieved that there has been large loss of life 
at the Sea islands. 



U. S. LABOB COMMISSION. 

OtUclal Definition of the OUlrcts and ttae Na- 
ture of ttae Beport Wtaicb It Will Hake. 

WASiirsttTox, Sept. 2G — Commissioner of 
Libor Wright, chairman of the United 
States commission appointed to investigate 
the Chicago strike, has arrivedhcre, the com- 
mittee having met to decide whether or not 
any further testimony is needed, and to hear 
or to receive any further suggestions with 
reference to remedies. It is expected that 
the testimony taken will make about '200 
printed pages, and should lu in the hands of 
the President by the middle of November, 
in order that he an incorporate any auggea- 
tion he desirca to maUo in his annual meaaago 
to ooDgrcaa. Mr. Wright says that tho 
commission was in no sense one of arbitra- 
tion, as 00 many people supposed. The law 
oontoniplated only an olHoial investigation of 
tho strike, tho determination of its causes, 
and euggestions tending to a remedy to be 
used as a basis of action, should any legisla- 
tion looking to the correction of any exist- 
ing evil be deemed neoeesary. The obmmis- 
sion ia in no sense a jadicial body, and has

VANCOUVER'S ELECTHIU LIGHTING 

A Mass JleetlnK DlsciiHacH the ''rrds'' and 
"Cons '' of the City's OunerBhliJ. 

Va.scouveh, Sept. 26,— (Special)— A niafs 
meeting waa hold to-night at tho niarliet 
hall to (iiocuBS tho advisability of raising 
5100,000 for the purchase of an electric 
light plant by the oity. Mayor An- 
derson occupied the chair. The 
diacusaion at times became vory 
warm. Aid. Franklin, tho father of the 
scheme, said ho based liis explanation and 
figures upon tho Westminster electric light 
etatomont, which appeared to malce the neir 
scheme feasible. 

Mr. Hulfour Kerr, however, toro tho 
WcBttninator statement all to pieces, aud 
proved Ihul; at present Wealminster waa los- 
ing about 58,000 o year on her 
electric lighting, or tliut the West- 
minster people woro paying about GO conta 
per light per niglit instead of 22. VIo iuti 
mated thit aonio intoreated electric liglit 
man had boon talkinr; to Aid, Franklin to 
make him so enthusiaatio in promoting the 
Bohemo. 

Aid. Franklin sprang to hia feet and said: 
" Heforo this aufUonoe I dfclaro tho state- 
ment to be a lie." Threo or four of the audi- 
ence, fired by tho stimulating wordi/, sprang 
to their foot, but all shouted at once 
and it was impossible to hoar tho intemper- 
ate remarks and imputations which woro 
wasted in the tumult that followed.
